The extra help you get next summer 
will be supplied by Grandpa, your girls 
and your wife. 

But there are farmers—older men and 
those who run big places—who must have 
hired help. What are they going to do?

After finding out which farmers expect- 
ed to be hurt by the labor shortage, the 
Poll asked these men what they expected 
to do about it.

explained by saying they already owned 
or meant to buy plenty of labor-saving 
machinery. 

A Palo Alto man said flatly that he ex- 
pected to cut down on livestock: “If the 
draft takes any more farm boys, I’ll just 
have to cut down on hogs and cattle. It 
takes work to raise livestock.” 

Farmers don’t expect much, if any, re- 
duction in crop acreages because of labor 
shortage. They seem confident that mod- 
ern machinery will do the job. 

On livestock, they have more doubts. 
Hogs, dairy cattle and beef cattle take 
more man-hours. Machinery won’t notice 
when the cur] goes out of a pig’s tail or a 
steer goes off feed. 

The family farms are going to increase 
to the limit of their energy. Big farmers 
will work harder to make things comfort- 
able for the hired man. But some of the 
older operators may feel that they have 
to sell off some stock. 

One Franklin county farmer felt farm- 
ers generally were too pessimistic about 
trouble that might come from help short- 
age: “We talked this way back in World 
War II, when help was shorter and we 
had less machinery. And yet we increased 
both crop and livestock production. I don’t 
think labor shortage will hurt much this

A good many farm labor-saving ideas 
have their birth in farm shops such as 
this one. A well-equipped shop gives a 
farmer opportunity to “tinker up” ideas 
of his own. 


Many farmers have made the farm shop 
a building that really pays its way. Typi- 
cal of the many well-equipped farm shops 
in Iowa is this one on the M. E. Hicken- 
bottom farm, Jefferson county, Iowa. 
Here Hickenbottom demonstrates his 
power drill press. 


There is one item every farm shop 
should have that doesn’t come under the 
“tool” classification. If you plan to over- 
haul machinery on cold winter days, put 
in some kind of a stove or heater. You 
can’t do good work with stiff, cold fingers.

That’s the question in 
every farm community. 

One farm labor expert at Washington 
answers the question this way: 

“Tt all depends on the number of men 
on which the draft boards can draw. If 
they have a lot of folks available, they can 
make more agricultural 
and industrial purposes.” 

How do you get a bigger pool of man- 
power for the draft boards? Here is one 
answer: 

“If congress drafts 18-year-olds, and 
4-F’s screened for non-combat 
jobs, that will build up the numbers avail- 
able for the services. And, in that case, 
more young farm operators, in the 23-26 
age group, would have a chance for defer- 
ment.” 

Another report indicates that while the 
draft will hurt this year, the losses of 
farm labor to war plants may not be very 
great until fall. 

Plants are moving slowly in changing 
over from peace to war production. Little 
recruiting of labor is being done. One 
guess is that there could be a little un- 
employment this spring, and not much 
labor shortage until fall. 

Farms will probably lose over 200,000 
draft this year, out of 
around 8,000,000 workers on farms. Next 
winter, farms will probably lose more 
than this to war plants.

Why They HEN you travel east 

these days, you keep 

Yell At hearing a steady babble 

Farmers of attacks on farmers. 

Those attacks have in- 

creased since the freeze order went thru. 
One complaint goes like this: 

“Why don’t those blankety-blank price 
administrators crack down on farmers? 
Food is too high and is going higher.” 

Actually, the freeze is taking hold on 
many retail food prices. But not on all. 
What has fooled consumers is that the 
freeze order seems to exempt farm prod- 
ucts. 

What the freeze says is that pork chops 
shall not go any higher than the highest 
point between December 19 and January 
25. The order says nothing about hogs. 

But when you freeze pork chops, you 
automatically freeze hogs, too. No packer 
is going to pay more for hogs than he 
can get back from the retailer. 

Another thing that irritates the con- 
sumer is that prices of eggs and of some 
other products still have some distance 
to go before they hit the minimum ceil- 
ing. And prices on these products are 
still rising. 

This calls out renewed claims that the 
farmer is the administration’s pet, and 
that somebody should whittle him down 
to size. 

Now it is quite true that the present 
defense production act lets the beef pro- 
ducer take a big bite out of the consumer. 
Beef is now around 141 per cent of parity. 
But pork is just at parity, and many other 
products are below parity. Altogether, 
the farmer is getting around 110 per cent 
of parity for everything he sells. 

Since the farm claim is that parity is 
about right, this seems to mean that the 
average farmer—if there is any such fel- 
low—is getting about 10 per cent more 
than he should. 

But dairy producers, selling at 9 per 
cent below parity, and poultrymen, sell- 


To Keep A 


You Have To Compete With 
Draft And War-Time W ages 


GOOD many of the older farm opera- 

tors—especially those who have a lot 
of livestock—are saying that labor short- 
age will be their big problem for 1951. 

They’re probably right. And even 
younger operators on smaller farms will 
have their troubles, too. 

The way things look now, nobody had 
better count on holding a hired man who 
is in the 18 to 26 age group and can pass 
an army physical examination. There 
have been very few deferments in this 
class, and there may be still fewer in the 
future unless the law is changed. 

Older hired men won’t be subject to 
draft, but they will be looking longingly 
at arms plant wages. By next fall, arms 
plants will be beating the bushes for men. 
And paying good wages. 

How can a farmer hold his hired man 
in the face of this competition? 

You can’t pay as much as the arms

ing eggs at 18 per cent below parity, will 
certainly put up an argument on this. 

It might also be noted that in 1950 net 
farm income increased over pre-war less 
than did hourly wages of factory workers, 
and a lot less than corporation profits. 

Maybe farmers should hurry to agree 
with consumers that the present control 
program is full of queer spots, and get 
busy to fix it up. But the present pro- 
gram isn’t giving farmers anywhere near 
the advantage that consumers claim. 


Hang On “7THIS freeze order 

doesn’t look good to 
To Those me,” one farmer writes. 
Bred Sows “Corn can go up and 


hogs can’t. Maybe I’c 
better sell some of my ‘bred sows.” 

If they are good sows, hang on to them. 
In spite of the complications of the freeze, 
a farmer with good equipment, enough 
labor and adequate feed should be able 
to make money on spring pigs in 1951. 

Be sure to check up on your feed sup- 
plies, tho. Don’t get caught short on corn 
next August. 


Interest ISTEN to the debate 

over interest rates 
On U.S. on government bonds. 
Bonds Snyder of the treasury 


says, in effect: 

“If we let interest rates rise, the gov- 
ernment will have to pay out a billion 
and a half more a year.” 

Eccles of the Federal Reserve Board 
answers like this: 

“If we don’t use higher interest rates 
to check inflation, a 10 per cent rise in the 
price level could cost the government 
seven billions a year.” 

Price controls are only a part of infla- 
tion control. Taxes, credit and interest 
rates must be used also if inflation is to 
be checked.

Rents are high and housing is poor in 
town. A farmer who has provided his 
married hired man with a comfortable 
house has one of the best arguments as 
to why the hired man should stay with 
him. 


F YOU want to keep your hired man, 
furnish the food and housing that he 
can’t get in a war-plant town. 

It helps, too, if you don’t save up all 
the dirty jobs for him to-do. And if you 
are careful about dividing up chores 50 
he has a chance to go to town occasion- 
ally. 

Some hired men move to town not be- 
cause of the pay, but because they want 
to work an eight-hour day and then ge! 
away from the eyes of the boss. You might 
keep that in mind, too.

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F you’re interested in 
weather records, here 
are a few for Iowa: 

1. January, 1949, was 
the wettest on record. 
Precipitation, 2.72 inches. 

2. March, 1946, was the wettest March. 
Record, 4.18 inches. 

3. June, 1947, met the record for Junes. 
Rainfall, 10.39 inches. 

!, August, 1947, set the heat record for 
the month. Average, 8.4 degrees above 
normal. Hotter than August, 1936. 

5. October, 1947, still has the heat rec- 
ord for Octobers. Average, 9.4 degrees 
above normal. 

Weather in the last 10 years has given 
crops some lucky breaks. The backward 
rop seasons of 1945, 1947 and 1950 were 
ilowed by Octobers that were unusually 
warm and dry. 

In the three dry summers—1941, 1948 

d 1949 — high humidity limited the 
drouth damage. Heavy rains in the south 
and southwest may have prevented hot 
summer winds. 

Most farmers think the weather in 
recent years has been freakish. All they 
want for 1951 is a season with every 
month close to average on both tempera- 
ture and rainfall. 

That’s probably what they won’t get.

Feed For Strong Pigs, Be There When 
Pigs Come, Fight Baby Pig Diseases

better spring litters if you follow 
these suggestions by Dr. John B. Her- 
rick, extension veterinarian, and E. 
L. Quaife, extension animal husband- 
man, both of Iowa State College. 


way. Lights are on in many hog 
houses these nights, showing that 
hog raisers are on the job. 

How do you go about this job? To 
save litters of eight, nine or ten pigs, you 
will need to follow the best practices in 
swine production. First thing to remem- 
ber is that much of your success with 
spring litters will depend upon the 
strength and vitality of your pigs when 
they’re farrowed. And that, in turn, de- 
pends largely on how you've handled 
your sows. 

A sow’s ration during the latter part of 
the pregnancy period must contain the 
essential proteins, minerals and vitamins. 
Otherwise, she won’t be able to build 
good, strong pigs. 

You want pigs that will average about 
three pounds apiece at farrowing time. 
Pigs which weigh two pounds or under 
have less chance of survival. 

Pigs at birth or soon after sometimes 
suffer from hypoglycemia, or from an ap- 
parent lack of blood sugar. Some authori- 
ties contend this is caused by reducing the 
sow’s feed just before farrowing. But 
no concrete evidence supports this view. 

It’s a good idea, tho, to cut down some 
on corn the last day or two before farrow- 
ing. But there’s no reason why the sow 
shouldn’t have all the whole oats, alfalfa 
or bran she wants. 

Don’t be in too big a rush to pen up 
your sows. Some producers confine sows 
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[vs big spring pig crop is on its 


so long before farrowing that they become 
constipated. Best idea is to leave the sows 
out during the day but confine them to 
farrowing pens at night. You can tell 
when farrowing time is close. If a sow has 
milk in her teats, she’ll probably farrow 
within 24 hours. 

Another important thing to remember 
is that pigs may be infected with disease 
organisms if born in unsanitary quarters. 
John Shepard of Boone county, Iowa, 
whose sows started farrowing in January, 
scrubbed his houses thoroly with water 
and lye, then used a blow-torch. 

Harold Britten of Story county, Iowa, 
finds it difficult to keep water in a scrub 
bucket hot enough. He likes a steam 
outfit. 


Before you put a sow in the far- 
rowing pen, wash her udder and 
sides with warm water and soap. And 
even before that she should have 
been sprayed with BHC, lindane or 
chlordane, to get rid of lice and 
mange. 


Personal attention means more pigs 
saved, too. Albert Wilson of Carroll coun- 
ty, lowa, says: “Whether it’s noon or mid- 
night, I’m there when the sow farrows to 
give her help if she needs it.” 

A pair of pig forceps is good equipment 
to have around. And be sure to wear rub- 
ber gloves when you’re helping a sow. 

If a sow is in labor over 12 hours, she 
will need some help. The hand may be 
inserted, with greased rubber gloves on, 
and the position of the pig changed so de- 
livery may occur. Sometimes a Caesarian 
operation may save both sow and litter. 

The sow won’t want any feed for 24 to 
36 hours after farrowing. But she should 
have access to oats, bran or alfalfa, with 
all the water she wants to drink. A sow 
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Look ’Em Over regularly to keep ahead

usually is feverish at this time. So heating 
feeds, like corn, should not be fed too 
much for several days. 

The baby pigs won’t take much milk at 
first, either. So if a heavy flow of milk is 
encouraged, the udder may become con- 
gested and the pigs will scour. A dose of 
epsom salts may help relieve congestion. 

One of the most vicious troubles which 
may hit pigs and their dams within a few 
hours after farrowing is known as trans- 
missible gastro-enteritis. This is a highly 
contagious virus disease which spreads 
rapidly thru the herd. Symptoms are 
diarrhea and vomiting. 

Enteritis of this type usually affects all 
litters and results in death. So far, we 
know of no way to stop the trouble, nor 
is there any sure preventive. 


Where the trouble has broken out 
in a herd, later farrowing sows have 
come thru all right after being moved 
to clean sheds in the fields. The most 
helpful measure seems to be separat- 
ing infected and uninfected sows. 


Early farrowed pigs must be kept warm 
after birth. Chilling lowers vitality and 
may result in scours or even death. 

A chilled pig dies quicker from hypo- 
glycemia, or reduced blood sugar and 
liver glycogen. These elements are used 
up rapidly if the temperature of the far- 
rowing house is low, and if for some rea- 
son the sow fails to come to her milk. 

It is claimed if pigs are born in a tem- 
perature of 55 to 60 degrees, and do not 
get milk from the sow, they will go into a 
coma and die within 24 to 48 hours. 

On the other hand, pigs born and kept 
in temperatures of 85 to 90 degrees will 
live as long as three days. This gives time 
to do something if the sow doesn’t milk. 

Injecting dextrose into the peritoneal 
cavity of the pig may help tide him over 
until the sow comes to her milk. Often an 
injection of pituitin extract will bring 2 
sow to her milk quickly. 

Unruly sows, inclined to kill their pigs, 
may be quieted by an injection of nembu- 
tal. This drug, which must be adminis 
tered by a veterinarian, produces a stage 
of general anesthesia.

Harry Todd, Floyd county, Iowa, makes 
the point pretty well. And he knows what 
he’s talking about, because he’s farming 


today with a bad heart. 


“If I'd spent money for some of this 
fancy work-saving equipment when 
it first came on the market, I could 
have got it cheaper, had it paid for 
long ago, and still have my good 
health and a longer life ahead,” Todd 
insists, 


Maybe it isn’t always equipment, either. 
Part of the secret lies in planning and 
figuring out how to do things the easy 
way—or how to get more done with the 
same work. Winter is a good time to pon- 
der the question. 

Todd, for example, rates a water system

at the top of the labor-saver’s list. He is 
a firm believer in concrete lots, too. 

And feeds shelled corn. Because, with 
no cobs to handle, he can save work, 
cleaning feeding floors. Last fall, Harry 
fed ear corn on pasture with a manure 
spreader. No shoveling. No manure 
hauling. 

He makes a point of avoiding sudden 
jolts or jars. “Don’t jump off the back of 
a tractor or a loading dock or a gate or a 


ladder. It’s hard on you,” he says. And 
doctors back him up. 
Todd doesn’t like lifting, either. He 


suggests using a jack under machinery 
hitches when you want to hook them to 
the tractor. 


Aug Prottengier, Bremer county, 
lives in town, but he spends nearly 
every day working on his farm. He 
and the renter have a stock-share 
deal and milk about 50 cows. 


And here’s an odd twist Prottengier 
mentions. Usually you think of baling 
hay to save work. But not if your heart 
isn’t up to par. Use loose hay. 

“You can move loose hay with as big 
a forkful as you can handle. But a bale 
of hay weighs so much, and that’s that,” 
he explains. 

Prottengier’s idea about hay is like 
another man’s notion on feed and water. 
This fellow was against carrying huge 
“lazy man” loads to save trips. No big 
tubs or baskets or five-gallon paint pails 
for him. 

“Use a light 34%-gallon pail or a small 
basket,” he says. “Sure, it takes more 
trips, but you live longer.”

He plants sweet corn, or example, so 
the cannery can do the harvest work. 
He combines small grain and takes it 
right to the elevator. No scooping. He 
sells his alfalfa in the field. He uses hy- 
draulic equipment on his tractor. 

And—all wives please note—Boers says 
his doctor told him there’s nothing like 
a 30-minute nap at noon. 

Operating another Bremer county farm 
are Albert Leisinger, his father and 
younger brothers. Albert picked up a 
piece of shrapnel in his heart muscle in 
France in 1944. His father has had a 
weak heart, too. 

The younger boys may both be in serv- 
ice soon. But Albert and his.father have 
figured out so many labor-saving ideas 
they can still do most of the farming. 

They are strong for cement lets. For 
loading decks of the proper height. For 
counterbalanced sliding doors that open 
easily. And for doors with spring. trips 
that can be opened with a foot if you have 
both hands full. 

The Leisingers spray weeds instead of 
mowing them, too. And the right arrange- 
ment of hay chutes lets them feed cattle 
and go to the haymow only once a day. 


All of these men are strong for 
things like overhead bins to be filled 
by auger, blower or elevator — and 
emptied inte a wagon or bunk by 
gravity. For example, the Leisingers 
never scoop an ear of corn at picking 
time. 


Handy doors and gates rate high with 
folks who have weak hearts. Stock guard 
gates save work—it’s an effort to crawl on 
and off a tractor when it makes your 
heart pound every time. 

Naturally, if their hearts had started 
acting up 20 years ago, most of these men 
would have had to leave the farm. But 
more combines, pickers, hydraulic attach- 
ments on tractors, manure loaders, elec- 
tricity and electric motors have come 
along to make their work easier. 

Maybe Mother Nature didn’t intend 
that everyone should be a “good old 
man.” But you can be a good man a lot 
longer if you follow Harry Todd’s advice.

Seed Treatment 
Pays Dividends 


Clean Your Seed Oats, Too — That's 


Easier Than Mowing Weeds Later On 


FEW cents a bushel invested 

in treatment of small grain 
seed almost always pays big divi- 
dends. It is important if you want 
the best possible yields. 

No one treatment 
works 100 per cent of the time. 
As a matter of fact, C. S. Reddy, 
Iowa State College, says there is 
an occasional year when treat- 
ment of oats, barley, flax shows no 
benefit on college test plots. 

Perhaps two years out of the 
last 15. Who knows when such a 
year will come along? Who can 
afford not to treat? 

The few cents per acre spent 
for treatment with a fungicide 
helps assure better stands and 
bigger yields. You get rid of seed- 
borne diseases and help fight off 
seedling blights. Fungicide means 
literally a killer of fungus. Many 
of the diseases are fungus growths. 


says seed 


‘Seed treatment isn’t some- 
thing mysterious which you 
have to hire done. You can do 
it at home. Or you can have it 
done at a treating plant in 
your area, 

There are a number of good 
fungicide treatments you can buy 
and use at home. It is important 
to follow directions. To see that 
the seed is thoroly and properly 
mixed with the grain, and to take 
proper precautions to avoid breath- 
ing the fumes or getting the fun- 
gicide dust in your eyes. 

You can build a small treater of 
your own. But it is easier, faster 
and not too expensive to go to a 
commercial plant for the job. Un- 
less you also have a fanning mill, 
you probably would want to go to 
a commercial cleaning and treat- 
ing outfit anyway. 

For clean, weed-free seed is as 
important as treated seed. If you 
have weed-free ground, you don’t 
want to take a chance on sowing 
uncleaned seed. And if you have 
plenty of weeds and are trying to 
lick them, you don’t want to keep 
seeding more. 

It is amazing the amount of 





weed seed a good cleaning job will 
remove from what looks to be a 
fairly clean sample of bin-run oats. 

Some farmers are worried about 
the Race 7 stem rust which threat- 
ens oat acreage in 1951. Seed treat- 
ment with fungicides is not of 
benefit except as it helps the crop 
along. ; 

If you are worried about Race 7 
stem rust, the best insurance is 
to plant a resistant variety such as 
Marian, Ajax or Mo. 0200. And 
plant early. 

Early oat seeding is doubly im- 
portant as a means of reducing 
rust losses. Generally, the loss 
from each day’s delay in seeding 
will cost one-half to one bushel 
per acre. And loss from late seed- 
ing is much greater in a bad rust 
year. 


That’s why it is important 
to get seed cleaned and treat- 
ed now. You'll have it ready, 
and be able to seed as soon as 
you can get into the field. 
There is likely to be a long line 

of farmers waiting to get seed 
cleaned and treated as we get 
closer to seeding time. And the 
proper treatment a month or s0 
ahead of seeding causes no harm 
to germination if oats are stored 
properly. 

One caution: If you treat more 
than you sow, don’t save the oats 
for livestock feed. You can hold 
them over for seed oats another 
year if they are valuable. But 
don’t feed them to livestock. 

Nearly all hybrid seed corn is 
now sold with the fungicide seed 
treatment already applied. But 
Iowa farmers are also starting t0 
consider additional chemical treat 
ment to kill soil insects like wire 
worms. Especially if they plant 
on sod or second-year corn ground. 

As yet, however, soil insects 
have not presented a serious prob- 
lem on small grain in lowa. If 
they did, seed treatment with a 
chemical like lindane, in addition 
to the fungicides, would probably 
work.

How To Keep A 


Hired Man 


Better Wages, Profit-Sharing Plans And 
Closer Personal Relationships May Help 


JNCLE SAM is taking a lot— 
and probably will take more— 
of our younger farm help. And 


| factories, with shorter hours and 


good pay, may be grabbing older 
men before long. 

How, then. are farmers going to 
get and keep the help they need? 

“Good wages is one answer,” an 
Iowa vocational ag teacher is tell- 
ing his night classes. “You’re go- 
ing to have to pay or you aren’t 
going to get help.” 

Says Don Fish, Fayette county, 
Iowa, farmer: “We can’t com- 
pete for help unless we can use 
it profitably. So the fellow who 
needs hired help, but just can’t 
hardly afford it either, is going to 
have a high turnover.” 


Higher might help. 
But there are some farmers 
also who are looking at profit- 
sharing plans. Maybe the idea 
of getting in on the gamble of 
farming might be attractive 
to a hired man. 


wages 


For several years now, George 
Mark of Hardin county, Iowa, has 
tried out several different ways of 
letting his help share in the prof- 
its. George lost an arm in a picker 
accident, so he needs two men on 
his dairy and hog farm. 

First, he tried a system of put- 
ting one man in charge. This man 
received a certain monthly wage. 
Then, at the end of the year, net 
profits were figured and the man 
got a sizable percentage. 

But the scheme didn’t work be- 
cause the man’s share of profits 
turned out smaller than he had 
expected. “He didn’t realize the 
amount of expense in running a 
farm,” says Mark. 

Now Mark is using a simpler 
system. Each of his two men gets 
the going monthly wage. Then 
each gets a bonus amounting to 
five per cent of the cream check. 

The men like this arrangement. 
It adds extra interest and incen- 
tive to their jobs. 

But even this plan has its flaws. 





Last year, Bill Dreier, another 
Hardin county dairyman, paid his 
man a somewltat lower wage plus 
five per cent of cream checks and 
three per cent of the gross from 
hogs and poultry. But they had 
bad luck with hogs and pinkeye 
in the dairy herd. 

Besides, the base wage sounded 
a little low compared with the pay 
other men were getting. So Bill 
now thinks his man will be hap- 
pier on a straight wage. 

Dreier thinks extras are mighty 
important in keeping help. Besides 
a rent-free house, Bill’s married 
man gets two gallons of milk a 
day and five dozen eggs a week 

But good pay and extras aren't 
all it takes to keep a man. AS 


John Ingels, Fayette county, Iowa, 


points out: “Many younger fel- 
lows would rather work in a fac- 
tory on a 40-hour week even if 
they do net less. Ex-GI’s, espe 
cially, don’t like to work alone.” 


“How the boss treats you” is 
just as important as pay, say 
many hired men. One farmer 
who agrees with this says that 
the way to keep a man is to 
“let him think he’s running 
the place.” 


Don Fish kept a man seven 
years by remembering the perso 
nal relationship angle. “After the 
first year,” says Fish, “he was not 
only a hired han t a good 
friend of mine, t you can’t 
be on a friendly | with your 
man, the relationshin is 
be neither long nor satisfactory.” 

Fish worked right along with 
his man, took his share of the 
nasty jobs such as fixing fence 
and hauling manure. Gave him @ 
week off with pay, too. And inter 
ested him in church and lodge.

Seek More Money 
For Schools 


lowa House Votes 78 To 17 To Make The 


Farm Lease Notification Date September 1st 


N OUNTING pressure to in- 

crease school funds is being 
exerted on the Iowa legislature. 
Extra money is asked from two 
sources: 

1. More state aid for local 
schools. State aid funds now come 
from the sales and income taxes. 
But if aid were increased too 
much, a state property tax would 
have to be imposed. 

2. An increase in the “permis- 
sive” levy for lacal school taxes. 
This would permit local 
boards to collect more dollars in 
property taxes in their districts. 

The boost in state aid to local 


school 


schools is backed by the lIowa 
State Education Association. This 
organization wants the state aid 
appropriation increased to $35,000,- 


000 per year, exclusive of the agri- 
cultural land tax credit appropri- 
ation of $5,000,000 a year. 

Present state aid appropriations 
are $22,647,500 per year, including 
the $5,000,000 agricultural land tax 
credit. So the education group 
proposes to increase state aid ap- 
propriations nearly 100 per cent. 

Bills to carry out the ISEA’s 
recommendations have 
been introduced in the house by 
Reps. Gladys Nelson of Jasper 
county and O. Weston of - Bu- 
chanan county. 

The proposal to permit local 
communities to tax themselves 
more for schools is in a bill (H. F. 
183) by Arch W. McFarlane of 
Black Hawk county. 

Districts with a school popula- 
tion of 1,200 or more pupils can 
now levy $110 per pupil. McFar- 
lane’s bill would allow districts to 
raise $140 per pupil. 

Districts with 250 to 1,200 pupils 
now can raise $125 per pupil. The 
McFarlane bill raises that to $160. 
Smaller schools now can raise 
$140; new maximum would be $175. 

Another bill (H. F. 256), intro- 
duced by the two Dulguque county 
representatives, Robert L. Oeth 
and J \. Heinz, would raise the 
$110 limit to $150 and the $125 
limit to $175,

BUTTER got into the 
P-60 investigation of Secretary of 
Agric Clyde Spry and his 
department, conflicting statements 
and demands flew back and forth. 

Clarence E, Miller, former de- 
partment chemist, said he had 
found cow manure in butter sam- 
ples and declared that the depart- 
ment had refused to presecute the 
producers. But Dr. C. A. Iverson 
of Iowa State College said there is 
no reliable test to determine the 
presence of cow manure in butter. 
He said the so-called “stain test,” 
formerly used, had been dropped. 

Miller retorted that he hadn’t 
heard that the stain method, which 
he said he was taught to use by 
USDA chemists, had been aban- 
doned. Then it was reported that 
the USDA still uses the stain 
method in its regional laboratories 
at Minneapolis. 

The Iowa Creamery Butter As- 
sociation entered the argument by

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demanding that the agriculture de. 
partment do a better job of inspec. 
tion. The butter men said they 
want to protect the market repu- 
tation of Iowa butter. 

The legislative committee inves- 
tigating Spry’s department made 
its report on February 8, but said 
nothing about butter. It did say 
that Spry acted centrary to law 
when he licensed the P-60 salt-base 
antifreeze. 

All members of the investigating 
committee, which was headed by 
Rep. Lee Gallup of Jefferson coun- 
ty, signed the report. Some Demo- 
cratic representatives called it a 
whitewash; some Republicans de- 
scribed it as good as far as it went. 


BY A 78 TO 17 VOTE, the house 
of representatives passed a bill to 
change from November 1 to Sep- 
tember 1 the date by which notice 
of the termination of a farm lease 
must be given. The bill then 
went to the senate. 

This was a victory for the Farm 
Bureau and other friends of the 
farm lease notification law. In the 
1949 session of the legislature, the 
house passed a bill repealing the 
law, but the senate let the bill die 
in committee. 

Here is the roll call vote on the 
farm lease measure as printed in 
the uncorrected journal of Febru- 
ary 7. Those voting aye favored 
moving the notification date back 
two months to September 1.

Cottontails Are 
Big Business 


Missouri Brothers Have Fun, Show Profit 


Shipping Wild 


N MISSOURI, it is legal to trap 

and ship live cottontails out of 
the state during November, De- 
cember and January. Several out- 
fits make quite a business of this. 

Among the successful rabbit 
shippers are the Hunsicker broth- 
ers, of the Hunsicker Ranch, in 
Harrison county, Missouri. They 
ship rabbits and raise beagles for 
fun, tho their main job is livestock 
farming on about 2,000 acres of 
rolling land. 

There are six brothers, so it 
isn’t as big a job as it first sounds. 
They raise mostly sheep and cat- 
tle, have a lot of improved, ferti- 
lized pasture. 

“How did you ever get into this 
one of the broth- 
ers, Walton, was asked. 

“Back in the depression years 
we were just and it looked 
like an easy wav to have fun and 


make a dollar, too.” he said

He went on to explain that 
they started shipping live rab- 
bits on a small scale, mostly 
because they liked to hunt and 
couldn't possibly eat all they 
could kill. 


The rabbits have gone to Iowa, 
California and just about every 
state east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Mason-Dixon line 

The Hunsicker rabbit business 
provides winter profits for a num- 
ber of Harrison county young- 
sters. 

“We go to their folks and check 
to see if these kids have work to 
do at home. If they don’t, we let 
them run a trap line for us. In 
good weather, they make pretty 
good money—from $2 to $10 a day 
sometimes. But they have to get 
up early in the morning, before 
school,” Walton said. 

The Hunsickers supply the rab- 
bit traps and the collection boxes. 
The youngsters leave their rab- 
bits at a mailbox or other agreed 
location. Working just like a 
cream hauler, one of the Hunsick- 
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Rabbits To Eastern Areas 


ers picks up the full collection 
boxes and leaves empties. 

They have about a 100-mile pick- 
up route in addition to the miles 
of trap lines they run themselves. 

What about equipment? 

You use different kinds of traps 
during different seasons. The one 
pictured at the top of the page is 
a midwinter trap because snow 
and sleet will not spoil the set. 

As the rabbit hops into the trap, 
he’ll raise the door enough to let 
that white twig at the front fall 
out. The door falls down, and can’t 
be opened outward. 


You have to be careful about 
handling rabbits. Grab one 
around the middle and he'll be 
dead on arrival in the east. 
Pick him up by taking hold of 
the back of his head. 


As an example of their volume, 
each fall the brothers buy 50 bush- 
els of small, sound apples. Why? 
Because each rabbit gets one 
apple and a bit of choice alfalfa 
hay to eat in his shipping crate on 
the way to his new home. 


You don't bait the traps—not 
unless there has been a heavy 
sleet storm and the rabbits are 


really hungry. A rabbit’s natural 
curiosity is bait enough. 

Beagles are a natural part of 
the rabbit business — or so it 
seems to the Hunsickers. They 
have about 50 beagles, and have 
taken many honors at midwest 
field trials. 

An estate owner in the east may 
want to buy rabbits for stocking. 
And, tho he may not want to hunt, 
he’s likely to want a beagle to trail 
the rabbits just for exercise. 

So the two go together, like icé 
cream and cake. 

There’s a lot more to the rabbit 
trapping business. The boys have 
20 years of know-how. And, if you 
have rabbit trouble in your 
chard, maybe you should go visit 
with Walton, Dean, Estel, Glen, 
Evert or Harland Hunsicker.

Small Litters Don’t Just Happen — They're 
Caused; And Here Are Some Of The Reasons 


Many hog men breed 12 to 
14 sows when they plan to 
keep only 10. They expect to 
have some sows that won't 
settle. If you had sows that 
wouldn't settle or that had 
only three or four pigs the last 
time, you'll find some useful 
information in this article by 
Dr. John B. Herrick, lowa 
State College veterinarian. 





FAYETTE county, lowa, hog 
man says he usually has one 
or two gilts that won’t settle. A 
hog raiser from Dubuque county, 
Iowa, complains that his gilts 
hardly ever average more than 
seyen pigs. In Iowa, the leading 
hog-raising state, the average lit- 
ter size is estimated at six and 
one-half pigs. 

It’s a well-known fact that out 
of a litter of seven, five pigs are 
needed to pay expenses. That 
leaves only two for profit. One of 
the key factors in profitable hog 
production is litter size.

The sow ovulates or 
many more eggs than pigs are 


produced. Ovaries from sows that 
have recently ovulated show from 
24 to 36 eggs have been released. 
A normal 300-pound boar will re- 
lease many billions of sperm. 


When nature is so generous 
in offering opportunities for 
reproduction, why do some 
sows fail to settle, or farrow 
only a few pigs? Let's take a 
look at some of the possible 
causes. 

A young GI just starting to 
farm showed me 61 pigs he got 
from 10 sows. He wondered why 
he had such small litters. He had 
bought them as bred sows from 
a neighbor. Investigation showed

that the gilts had been bred when 
they were five months old. 

This was too young. Some gilts 
may be sexually mature at five 
months. But they are not repro- 
ductively mature. 

Good, growthy gilts should not 
be bred until they are _ eight 
months old. They will farrow at 
least two more pigs and will have 
stronger pigs than gilts bred 
when immature. (See item, “Don’t 
Breed Gilts Too Young,” on next 
page, for the report of a Wisconsin 
study of breeding gilts——Editor.) 

Breeding sows and gilts at the 
end of heat periods has proved to 
get more of them with pig. In 
some cases, it has proved to in- 
crease litter size. Females come 
in heat every 21 days. They stay 
in heat from 40 to 60 hours, usual- 
ly two days. 


Ovulation, or release of the 
eggs, comes usually at the end 
of the second day. So breed 
during the second day of heat 
to have live, strong sperm 
present to fertilize the eggs 
when released. This can be 
done with pen breeding. 


Diseases such as bangs, flu, ery- 
sipelas or pneumonia account for 
many small litters and unsettled 
sows. For example, a farmer if 
Black Hawk county, Iowa, pul 
chased a boar at a sale barn and 
bred his gilts. 

Later he found them aborting. 
Blood tests showed brucellosis, oF 
bangs disease. Investigation T® 
vealed that the boar had come 
from a bangs-infected herd. He 
had spread the disease to the gilts. 
This disease can be avoided by 
buying boars from a bangs-freé 
herd. 


Swine flu is disease 


another 
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that causes small litters, .dead 
pigs and aborting sows, A good 
many corn belt hog men each 
year run into breeding troubles 
and find that their sows suf- 
fered an attack of flu during 
the breeding season or shortly 
afterward. 

Good hog men watch out for 
flu attacks. Many use only gilts 
from the fall pig crop to breed 
the next fall. They find mature 
hogs are less subject to flu. 

A Wright county, Iowa, hog 
man picks out 20 fall-farrowed 
gilts to breed the next fall for 
spring farrowing. Then he saves 
the best 10 for another farrow- 
ing. He reports very little trou- 
ble from flu. 

Many good hog men always 
puy their boars early. Then 
they try the boar out on some 
gilts which aren’t being saved 
for farrowing, If the boar set- 
tles these gilts, fine. If. not, 
they leok for another boar. 


Ear-marking litters § at 
birth enables the hog man 
two keep track of the size of 
litters. Then he can save 
gilts from the larger litters. 


In looking over the whole 
problem of small litters, you 
ca n see that there may be many 
causes. But you can get larger 
litters by keeping these points 
in mind: 

(1) Pick breeding stock from 
large litters; (2) keep only 
healthy females for breeding; 
(3) don’t breed until gilts are 
eight months old: (4) buy boars 
from bangs-free herds: (5) 
den’t breed when hogs have 
flu: (6) don’t overwork the 
boar—try pen breeding; (7) 
provide exercise and good ra- 
tions for the pregnant sows. 





Don’t Breed Gilts 
Too Young 


For big litters, don’t breed 
gilts earlier than their third 
heat period. That’s the con- 
clusion you can draw from 
a Wisconsin experiment. 
There, 24 gilts were bred 
during their first heat pe- 
riod. Their litters averaged 
6.9 pigs. 


When 22 gilts were bred dur- 
ing their second heat period, lit- 
ter size went up to an average 
of § pigs. When 19 gilts were 
bred from their third to fifth 
heat period, litter size jumped 
to '.4 pigs. This is 2.5 pigs over 
the gilts bred during their first 
heat period. 

Time of the first heat period 
aries considerably. The aver- 
age is probably about six and 
one-half months from birth. So 
gilt comes in heat at 200 
days, the third heat (42 days 
later) would come when she is 
about eight months old.

Machinery 


Farmers, Dealers Suggest Rules To 


Make Your Implements Last Longer 


ARMERS who think back to 

the machinery pinch of five 
or six years ago are again taking 
stock of their machinery. The sit- 
uation does look better today. 

It is always good advice to look 
ahead and order machinery if you 
need it. Either to replace worn- 
out machines, or to get newer 
more efficient machines. 

And now is a real good time to 
take extra good care of the imple- 
ments you have. 

Care works two ways. You do 
your country a service for each 
machine added to the junk pile is 
that much more strain on the na- 
tion’s resources. And yeu save 
money for yourself. 


“With good care the life of 
stuff is a lot longer than most 
of us realize. Our newest trac- 
ters were purchased in 1944 
and we hadn’t planned on trad- 
ing yet,” says Hugh H. Clarke, 
Grundy county, Lowa. 

“When you consider the depreci- 
ation vou take in trading a tractor 
every five years I can’t see but that 
keeping it in repair is the cheapest 
way out,” he says. “Two hundred 
dollars would overhaul the aver- 
age tractor and put it in very good 
condition.’ 

Clarke likes the new recording 
hour meter on his 1944 diesel. You 
know exactly when the oil should 
be changed. And that is important 
in extending engine life. Clarke’s 
diesel has 13,000 hours and no en- 
gine overhaul yet. Tractors don’t 
require so much greasing, but 
modern machinery does. 

Ray Callaway, Grundy county, 
who does a lot of custom work be- 
sides farming, knows the value of 
grease. “{ doubt if most bearings 
would run all day on one greas- 
ing,” he says,. “except for well- 
enclosed reller bearings. In fact, 
where a shaft runs in a bushing 
it might not hold grease more than 
two or three hours.” 

Callaway says you should al- 
ways grease all the fittings before 
putting a machine away. “@ther- 
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wise rust may get in and start a 
bearing to cut.” 

Exposed parts subject to rust 
should be covered with a heavy 
grease. Or painted with one of the 
new rust-preventing compounds. 

Apparently, “keep the machine 
greased” is one rule for making it 
last. “Keep it in repair” is another. 


Callaway says it's a good 
idea to watch your machinery, 
and when you see something 
wearing, try te fix it up before 
it breaks, 

“Because when it dees break it 
may break something else,” he 
points out. 

That’s where a heated shop like 
the one on the Hardin county, 
Iowa, farm of Monroe Goodman 
comes in handy. He tries to keep 
a little ahead on his implements. 
And to keep his tractors up in 
shape. In the winter he takes his 
tractors to town for the overhaul- 
ing he can’t do himself. 

Machinery dealers are well 
equipped for overhauling farm 
equipment. But you have to get in 
ahead of the rush. 

“We'll be swamped from now 
’till spring,” says H. R. Hauser, 
long-time Hardin county dealer. 

He added a third rule for longer 
implement life. 

“Use the machine for what it 
was built to de and not more than 
that,” he says, “and you'll get 
longer life.” Overloading a ma- 
chine—trying to combine when it 
is toe wet—means breakage. 

He says, too, you can often keep 
machines up to date with a manu- 
facturer’s improvement package. 
These are new or additional extras 
or replacements you can buy. 

Fred Coulter, Grundy county, 
seconds the motion about not 
abusing machinery. He has tw? 
1935 tractors which have done 4 
world of werk. 

After the first year he changed 
their 9x3Ginch tires for wider 
ones. “Those same tires, retreaded 
once, are still on the tractors.”

stops and turns on concrete or 
gravel can wear a tire. 

Coulter had another suggestion 
for a man who needs a new ma- 
chine and can’t get one. Often, 
there’s someone you can hire in a 
pinch. 

One time during the last war, 
Coulter put his whole farm to 
hemp. He got so many offers he 
finally disposed of his old corn 
planter. 

Then when he quit hemp he 
couldn’t buy a planter. Had to 
grow all soybeans because he could 
plant them with a hemp drill. The 
next year he hired a neighbor to 
plant corn. 

“In fact, we’ve had the new 
planter only a couple years,” Coul- 
ter says. “We hired corn planted a 
few times.” 

Most of these men doubted the 
black market people will thrive as 
they did before. Not if farmers 
keep their heads and refuse to go 
above ceilings.

What Price Freeze 






Means To You 


Editor Reports On Way New Rulings 
On Ceilings Will Hit Average Farm 


Most farmers — and other 
folks — are in a daze about the 
new price freeze. To get ex- 
planations at the source, Don- 
ald R. Murphy, editor of Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead, wentto Washington, D. 
C., to get answers to questions 
farmers would like to ask. 
This article tells what he 
found out. 


HE first thing you find out at 

Washington is that there are 
no final answers on many ques- 
tions. New rulings and new inter- 
pretations are coming out daily. 
But dozens of interviews and tele- 
phone calls did produce the fol- 
lowing information: 


Does the freeze actually hit 
farm products? 


Yes. Don’t be fooled by the fact 
that, technically, farm products 
are “exempt.” The “exemption” 
doesn’t mean anything. When 
pork chops are frozen, and the 
margin between the retailer and 
wholesaler on dressed pork is fro- 
zen, then hogs are frozen, too. 


Does this mean that the hog 
price average at Chicago can't 
go over $21? 

A packer who needed hogs could 
bid up above the usual ceiling for 
a few loads, but he would have to 
take a smaller margin when he 
sold. 


Can you say now just where 
the ceiling will be on all farm 
products? 


Not yet. But you can make a 
pretty close guess. No ceiling can 
be under the minimum prescribed 
by the defense production act. 
And where in the period Decem- 
ber .19 to January 25 the actual 
price was higher than the legal 
minimum, then the present freeze 
order uses the higher price. 


What is the legal minimum 
ceiling on farm products? 
Take corn, hogs, eggs, beef cat- 
tle and butterfat, for instance. 


Right now, the legal minimum 
ceiling on corn (U.S, national av- 
erage) is $1.71; on hogs, $20.60; on 
butterfat, 74 cents; on eggs, 51.5 
cents; on beef cattle, $23.80. 


That sounds low for beef. 
Market prices are much high- 
er than $23.80. 

That’s a national average of all 
beef cattle. One unofficial guess 
is that the Chicago ceiling on 
prime steers is likely to be around 
$39: on choice, $35; on good, $32. 


Then we can’t look for much 
increase in cattle and hog 
prices from now on. They're 
right up to the ceiling now. 


That depends on how soon sea- 
sonal schedules are worked out. 
We expect that the ceiling on hogs 
will be higher in July than in De 
cember. Ceilings on all livestock 
products will eventually follow 
the usual seasonal trend. 





When do these seasonal fig- 
ures come out? 


Soon, we hope. The secretary of 
agriculture, under the law, has the 
power to establish these seasonal 
shifts in ceilings. He and his staff 
are working at the job now. 


Some farm products aren't 
up to the legal minimum ceil- 
ing. What happens to them? 


The market will decide. If peo- 
ple buy more butter, butterfat will 
rise to the ceiling of 74 cents. It 
won't go higher. And eggs to 51.5 
cents on the farm. That’s what is 
griping consumers. A number of 
farm products are under the ceil- 
ing and _.can still rise. 

Are there likely to be any 
changes in the present freeze 
order? 

Yes. Right now, beef cattle are 
frozen at about 141 per cent of 
parity. The legal minimum is 137

per cent. If beef drops a little, 
down to 137 per cent, a new freeze 
order might be issued which 
would put the new ceiling at 137. 
It couldn’t be lower, of course, 
without conflicting with the law. 


Are present ceilings on prime 
and good beef cattle likely to 
stay about the same? 

No. Ceilings may be lowered on 
prime cattle in order to discourage 
heavy feeding of grain. But, under 
the law, the beef cattle average 
must not drop below 137 per cent 
of parity. But lower prices for 
prime and higher for good cattle 
could still add up to 137 per cent. 

What about feed prices? 

In most cases, feed prices will 
have a ceiling at the legal min! 
mum. A new freeze order may 
come out on this. 

We've been talking about 
national averages on farm 
product prices. What does a

Then corn can still go up, 
while hogs can’t? 

Right. Altho we'll have later rul- 
ings on this, it looks as if corn 
could go up to $1.70 in lowa before 
hitting the ceiling. But Iowa hogs, 
at a $20.50 average, would be very 
close to the ceiling. 


What about things farmers 
buy? 

Prices of fertilizer, farm ma- 
chinery, chemicals, etc, were 
frozen at the December 19 to Jan- 
uary 25 levels. 

Will those prices stay put? 
Not in every case. Any manufac- 
lrer whose costs have increased 

can appeal for an increase. Some 
will get the increases they ask for, 
some won't. 


What's the idea of having a 
legal minimum ceiling for beef 
eattle of 137 per cent of par- 
ity, and 100 per cent for hogs, 
eggs and dairy products? 

That’s the way congress wrote 
he law.

(= pastures are important to 

you, no matter what kind of 
livestock you raise. And good pas- 
tures can be had. 

The stories you hear about an 
acre of good legumes being worth 
$300 or $400 in meat or milk pro- 
duction usually involve a peculiar 
method of figuring. 

Even so, good legume-grass pas- 
tures are valuable. They replace 
some feed and help save labor at 
a busy time of year. 


You have to start this year 
for legume pasture next sea- 
son. But you can still have 
something better than dried- 
up blue grass next August, 


You can seed oats and rape, or 
rape alone, this spring for some 
good, long-season hog pasture. If 
you have no clover or alfalfa. On 
a dry-matter basis, rape is high in 
protein, compares favorably with 
alfalfa as hog pasture. 

You can put in a patch of sudan 
grass to help carry the cattle when 
blue grass goes downhill. 

And, with proper attention, you 
can get more out of your blue 
grass. Clipping or spraying the 
weeds will help. In many cases, 
so will rotating the pasture. 

Probably, if you can find nitro- 
gen fertilizer, you'll want to use 
it on corn. It does give grasses 
a huge boost. Liming and phos- 
phating help, too. 

However, before you spend 
much money for fertilizer on an 
old blue grass sod, you should con- 
sider plowing it up. Then fertilize 
and lime, and reseed to a legume- 
grass mixture. 

Too often, a man has more pas- 
ture than he needs in May and 
June, then is short in August. If 
you want to see results over the 
scales or in the milk pail, you can 
store some of the early spring sur- 
plus and use it in July and August. 

Grass silage fed to stock during 
the late summer, when other pas- 
tures are low in value, will pay 
big dividends. 


AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 


Of course, grass silage loses the 
labor-saving advantage of harvest- 
ing with stock. Nothing takes 
care of a forage crop as efficiently 
as those four-legged, three-inch 
cutter bars with manure spread- 
ing attachment. 

Special tests on small acreages 
of pastures may not mean much 
to you. But they are a goal, and 
they do show what might be done 
on your place. 


Ladino is a crop that should 
not be overlooked in your 
long-range pasture planning. 
Birdsfoot trefoil is another. 


Good management and high re- 
turns are more important than 
ever if you want anything left for 
yourself this seasom. So don’t be 
stingy with supplemental pasture 
plots of rape and sudan this year. 

And, before it is too late, start 
on some legume-grass seeding. 

If you want to fix up a worn- 
out blue grass pasture, this might 
be the vear to plow it up. Take 
corn off where you can. Then 
seed down next spring. Sometimes 
it’s hard to get a good stand when 
blue grass sod is plowed and re- 
seeded the same spring. 

Talk this pasture problem over 
with your neighbors, your county 
agent, or your local SCS man.

Scientists Report Progress In Hunt 
For Resistant Or Tolerant Hybrids 


This is the third in a series 
of articles on European corn 
borer research in the United 
States and Iowa. You'll want 
to save this issue, and others 
in which the articles appear. 


ORN borers wouldn’t be much 
of a problem if we had hy- 
brids they couldn’t hurt or 
wouldn’t touch. Corn that is both 
resistant and tolerant. 
sreeding that kind of corn is 
the researchers’ second approach 
to the borer problem. (The first— 
better farming methods—was dis- 
cussed in the second article in this 
series. See WF&IH, Feb. 3.) 
Before digging into the breeding 
story, we'd better define “resist- 
ance” and “tolerance.” Here’s the

Naturally, the goal of all corn 
breeders—commercial, experiment 
station and USDA 


good one. It must be able to com- 
pete with our present hybrids in 
yield, drouth and disease resist- 
ance and other such factors. 

So the problem is a tough one. 
One that takes time. And money. 
Lack of funds slows down the 
answers. 

Actually, individual commercial 
companies doing their own private 
research are spending far more on 
this problem than are the states 
and federal government. 

Even so, as Dicke says, “We are 
in a much better position from the 
standpoint of having good agro- 
nomic lines carrying a fairly high 
degree of resistance than we were 
five years ago.” 


Both Sprague and Dicke 
agree there is now good evi- 
dence to show that another 10 
or 12 years may bring highly 
resistant and tolerant hybrids. 
An example of progress is the 

recent announcement that Iowa 
has released single crosses to pro- 


duce six tolerant hybrids, each 
better than U. S. 13. 

This development goes back to 
about 1939. Before the borer hit 
Iowa. The new hybrids were start- 
ed in an effort to lick stalk-rot.

Do You Borrow 


Books? 


Only One-Fourth Of Farm People Say 
They Get Books From Public Libraries 


7,ARMERS and their families do 
a lot of reading. But not in 
books. For one thing, they don’t 
have a chance. There is no library 
service for most farm people. 

On the average, Iowa farm peo- 
ple take one newspaper, three 
farm papers, and three general 
magazines per family. But when 
the Wallace-Homestead survey 
asked a question about book bor- 
rowing, this was the answer: 


“Have you or any other 
member of your family bor- 
rowed a book from a public 
library any time in the last 
six months? 

1. “Yes, the children’ bor- 
rowed books from the school 
library—26 per cent. 

2. “Yes, we have borrowed 
books from the nearest town 
library or the State Traveling 
Library—28 per cent. 

3. “No books borrowed from 
any library.”—@4 per cent. 


This adds up to more than 100 
per cent, because some families 
borrowed books from both the 
school library and the nearest pub- 
lic library. But two-thirds had bor- 
rowed no books at all. 

This isn’t because farm families 


don’t realize the value of good 
books. But books are just hard 
to get. 


A farm woman in Monroe county 
uses the State Traveling Library. 
She says: “I enjoy the books from 
the traveling library. And my chii- 
dren are learning to read good 
books.” 

(Write to Blanche A. Smith, 
Librarian, State Traveling Library, 
Des Moines 19, Iowa, if you are an 
Iowa resident and want to know 
how to use the traveling library.) 

A Greene county woman re- 
ports: “Because we don’t borrow 
books doesn’t mean we don’t read. 
We take plenty of magazines.” 

And a Story county woman says: 
“My husband used to borrow 
books from the library, but now 
he is buying these quarter books 
and trading with other folks.”

The 25-cent reprint has given 
many people a chance at inexpen- 
sive books. While detective stories 
and westerns make up a good part 
of the 25-cent book list, a great 
many serious novels and non-fic- 
tion books are included. 

An Appanoose county woman 
says: “More country people would 
take books out of libraries if there 
were drop-boxes where books 
could be returned in library off- 
hours. Sometimes we come to 
town when the library is closed.” 

Many farm parents are uneasy 
about the inability of their chil- 
dren to get hold of enough good 
books. Some folks buy their own 
books, but no private library can 
hope to have all the books that all 
the members of the family would 
like to read. 

Best chance for farm families 
usually is to get a card from the 
local town library. Sometimes this 
costs nothing; sometimes it costs 
$5 or $4 a year. And sometimes 
town libraries object to furnish- 
ing book service outside the town. 


Some Iowa counties are ex- 
perimenting with the new 
county library law. Under this 
law, one county—or several 
counties—can organize to fur- 
nish library service to areas 
not covered by tax-supported 
libraries. 


In most districts surveyed, cost 
per farm would be $5 to $15 a 
year, depending on the size of the 
district and the service rendered 
A bookmobile may carry books 
around to neighborhood distribut- 
ing points. 

For farm families who want the 
pleasure and education they can 
get from a good library, Wallaces’

Chilling Deadly 
To Baby Pigs 
It's a good idea to be on 
hand at farrowing time and 
to provide heat for the new- 
born pigs. 

Small pigs may die in a short 
time in freezing weather. A pig 
that becomes chilled does not re- 
gain its normal body temperature 
for at least two days. When the 
temperature of the pen is 60 to 70 
degrees, the temperature of a new- 
born pig may drop from three to 
nine degrees. Drop may be as 
much as 10-12 degrees in real cold 
pens. 

Body temperature drop in one 
to two-pound pigs is greater than 
in three to four-pound pigs. A pig 
is more resistant to chilling if he 
has nursed. If pigs survive the 
first 48 hours, they usually get 
used to the cold. 


New-Born Pigs 
Need Iron 


A pig is born with enough 
iron in his system to last him 
five to six days. Then he must 
vet it somewhere else. And he 
can’t get it from his mother’s 


milk. 

If baby pigs don’t get enough 
iron, they become anemic. Of all 
diseases that lower a pig’s resist- 
ance to other diseases, anemia is 
the most severe. You can furnish 
iron by painting ferrous-sulphate 
(iron and copper) solutions on the 
sow’s udder. Or you can squirt 


the solution into the pig’s mouth 
with a pump oil can every four 
or five days. 

Many farmers provide sod for 
the young pigs to eat and nose in, 
But if you use sod, make sure it 
is from clean ground. Otherwise, 
you may bring worm eggs in with 
the sod. 





Erysipelas Found 
In Sheep 


Recently, some investigators 
revealed that they had isolated 
the erysipelas organism which 
causes lameness, swollen joints 
and increased temperature in 
sheep. 


In all the cases reported, the 
sheep were housed where swine 
had previously been kept. This 
might be of interest to lowa farm- 
ers whose sheep are housed where 
hogs have been. 





Try For Bangs-Free 
Swine Herd 


Producers of breeding stock 
have found they received from 
$5 to $10 more per hog be- 
cause they were from an ac- 
credited bangs-free herd. 

Your veterinarian can give you 
information about developing a 
bangs-free herd. He can also tell 
you how to get an official certifi- 
cate accrediting your herd.

Razorback Sows Have Big 
litters When Properly Fed 
Last spring 8 typical razorback 
sows were bought way back in the 
Ozark hills. The heaviest sow 
weighed less than 225 lbs., the 
lightest 112 lbs. All had farrowed 
at least once, but not one had ever 
farrowed more than 6 or 7 pigs. 
At the Research Farm they were 
bred, then were fed a conditioning 
ration of Purina Sow & Pig Chow 
and grain. During gestation they

At farrowing time last fall one 
sow had 15 pigs. The smallest 
number was 9, with an average of

IT’S EGG PLANNING TIME

It's planning time for next 
fall’s eggs, so I'd like to sug- 
gest some factors for your 
special consideration. 





Plan to raise every chick. Nat- 
urally there will be some loss, but 
with good chicks, good manage- 
ment and good feed your losses 
should be small. Many good poul- 
trymen figure there’ll be one to cull 
for each one that dies. Don’t keep 
birds that should be culled, but 
handle your birds so there will be 
fewer culls. 





Plan for enough pullets. Profits 
from just one hen are never large. 
A small flock requires almost as 
much work as a larger one. Think 
of each chick as a potential egg 
machine. Develop her so she’ll live 
up to your expectations. 





Get eggs when they count most. 
You know egg prices in Septem- 
ber, October, and November are 
always good. Get your chicks early 
and grow them out so they'll be 
ready. Plan to get all the eggs 
your birds are bred to lay.

Even if 10 per cent of the men drop 
off to sleep after dinner, there was 
little complaining about it from the 
women. If they felt left out, they 
didn’t mention it. 


But one woman from Carroll county 
did say: “Sometimes the evenings seem a 
little long when my husband sleeps. But 
I keep busy with my crocheting and hand- 
work and let him rest.”

Handle Velvet 
Carefully 


HE velvets, velveteens and cor- 
duroys being worn so much 
this year need special treatment 
to keep their fresh appearance and 
wear well, says Margaret Smith, 
clothing specialist of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
Velvet, whether silk or rayon, 
is a more delicate fabric than cot- 
ton velveteen or corduroy, and 
marks or crushes more easily, 
especially when damp. 
Dry cleaning, rather than wash- 
ing, is recommended for velvet. 
Many corduroys and some velvet- 
eens may be washed at home, but 
it is safest to test a sample in ad- 
vance to see if it is fast in color 
or shrinks. 

Steaming velvet is the easiest 
way to smooth wrinkles and lift 
crushed places. Hang the velvet 
garment on a hanger in a steamy 
bathroom for an hour and then 
let it dry. 


Be sure it hangs free—per- 
haps from a shower bar—so 
that nothing touches it until 
it is entirely dry. Small gar- 
ments or velvet may 
be steamed over the spout of a 
tea-kettle.

Corduroys may be pressed on 
the wrong side when slightly 
damp, to remove wrinkles. 
Velveteens also may be pressed, 
but they take a little more care. 
Here is how: Lay a strip of vel- 
veteen right side up over the iron- 
ing board. Then press the velvet- 
een on the wrong side after damp- 
ening slightly. Press until nearly 
dry, then brush the right side to 
lift the nap. 

The strip of velveteen over the 
ironing board takes the place of 
the “velvet board” used by dress- 
makers and tailors for 
napped fabrics.

Tagged - Atom Fertilizer Tests In Iowa 
Show How To Get Most From Phosphate 


—— about the atom 

bomb are anything but pretty; 
but there are a lot of nicer ways 
atomic discoveries are helping 
Iowa farmers. One of the best 
hired hands at the moment is 
radioactive fertilizer. 

Phosphorus fertilizer is tagged 
with radioactive particles. These 
particles are tattle-tales. They iell 


research workers a great deal 
about what plants do with that 
fertilizer. 

Striking results came out of 
such tests with radioactive phos- 
phorus by Iowa Experiment Sta- 
tion agronomists in 1950. Let’s 
start at the beginning d llow

From the USDA station at Belts- 


ville, Md., came jars led th 
ditferent forms of phosphate that 
had been tagged with radioactive 
phosphorus particles. These I 
ticles were formed at Oak Ridge 
Tenn., by bombarding opotas- 
sium phosphate with neutrons 


given off by uranium in the atomic 
pile. 


Among the more important 


forms of phosphate coming 
from Maryland were super- 
phosphate, dicalcium  phos- 
phate, calcium metaphosphate 
and fused tricalcium  phos- 
phate.

The Geiger counter picks up the 
little signals sent out, showing 
Pesek and his men just how much 
of that phosphorus came from fer- 
tilizer, and where the fertilizer 
travels in its path from the soil 
to plant.

Many things influence the 





amount of phosphorus t 
absorb from the soil an¢ 
fertilizer. As the root system in- 
creases in size, less fertilize 
phorus is used because the feeding

-Jants will take up more fer- 
tilizer phosphorus when. growing 


in soil low in phosphate instead of 


high phosphorus soil. 


Plants use a higher percent- 
age of the fertilizer that’s put 
on if they are given a small 
amount, but take more total 
fertilizer nutrients if given a 
heavier application. 


Superphosphate is by far the 
best form of phosphorus fertilizer 
in high lime soil, the Iowa experi- 
ments indicated. Oats with supe 
phosphate  fertitizér outyielded 
oats with other forms of phosphate 

several bushels per acre. 
But on acid soil, dicalcium phos- 
phate seems to be about equ 
superphosphate in its ability to 
get into plants.

phorus fertilizer in plants. Back 
in 1949 a test was run on Seymour 
silt loam in Wayne county. Only 
15 percent of the phosphorus was 
taken from the applied fertilizer, 
and the plants used from 1.5 to 2 
times more phosphorus than in 
1949. Pesek thinks the higher rain- 
fall in 1950 was important in caus- 
ing this. 

Tests run by various experi- 
ment stations all show that levels 
of radioactivity used in these ex- 
periments have no effect on the 
growth of the plant. The radio- 
activity in the phosphorus fertiliz- 
er is gone after one year. 





Place Phosphate 
Near Corn, Too 


If you use phosphate on 
corn, where’s the best spot for 
it? Purdue University scien- 
tists used radioactive phos- 
phate to find out. 
3ecause the radioactive ferti- 
lizer kept signaling where it was, 
the Purdue men could tell how 
much phosphate was sucked up 
by corn plants, and how quickly. 

On depth, best results came 
from a strip of phosphate put level 
with corn seed. And.a band of fer- 
tilizer on one of the seed 
proved to be as good as bands on 
both sides.

Long Staples Best 
For Fencing 


When you go to the lumber 

yard or hardware store to buy 
fencing staples, you'll prob- 
ably find three sizes — long, 
medium and short. The long 
ones will cost a little more. 
But they can save a lot of 
fence and fencing work. 
One farmer always uses the 
long staples. He says he never 
drives them in all the way, but 
leaves one-fourth to one-half inch 
out so the wire can give either 
way. With this method, he says, 
a snow bank at one end of a 40- 
rod fence can pull the wire down. 
But, when the snow melts, the 
fence will stretch tight again. 

If the wire is stapled tight to 
every post, the snow bank would 
often break the wire. Or it would 
stretch so much where the snow 
bank was that the wire would 
hang slack after the snow had 
melted. 

A “fence crawler” is less likely 
to break loosely-stapled wire. Also 
sap in the posts and moisture is 
less likely to cause rust under the 
loose staples.

Milkweed Takes 


Fields 
To the Editor: My farm is 
heavily infested with miilk- 


weeds. They have practically 

taken over some fields. What 

is the best way to handle this 

weed?—V. R., Benton County, 

Iowa. 

There isn’t any easy way to con- 
trol milkweed. It isn’t susceptible 


to 2,4-D. The most effective meth- 
od of control is to cut the plants 
several times a year. This pre- 


vents top growth and 
food reserves. 

In fields where milkweeds are 
not yet a major problem, clean 
cultivation of row crops will help. 
Use sweeps rather than shovels 
when you cultivate corn and soy-

How To Handle 

Wet Floor 


To the Editor: The concrete 
floor in our hen house was 
always wet. Now we want to 
fix it up for a hog house. How 
could we make the floor drier? 
—E. D., Henry County, Iowa. 
The way to treat the floor will 

depend on the cause of the mois- 
ture. If the floor is above the 
ground level; the water is prob- 
ably not coming up thru the floor. 
Most likely it is caused by con- 
densation inside the house’ due to 
poor ventilation or overcrowding. 


If so, plenty of ventilation, 
plenty of bedding, and not too 
many young hogs should make 


the building work okay. 
If the floor is on or below the 
ground level, it might help to lay 
tile outside the foundation walls, 
and drain the excess water away. 
Surest way would be to lay roll 
roofing on the old floor with all 
joints lapped and cemented. 
Then lay about a three-inch con- 
crete floor on top of this. Rein- 
force it carefully with woven wire 
fencing pushed down into the con- 
crete. Slope the concrete toward 
the edges. Trowel it fairly smooth.

According to Iowa 
law, commercial livestock feeds 
must be labeled to show contents, 
net weight, name and address of 
manufacturer or dealer. 

Suggests the Iowa Department 
of Agriculture: 

“In purchasing feeds, always 
read carefully the statement on 
the tag attached to the bag or on 
the bag itself. This will enable you 
to judge the quality of the feed.” 





Use Cobs For 
Insulation? 


To the Editor: Could I use 
corn cobs for insulation? Can 
they be made rot-proof and 
fireproof? — V. B., Humboldt 
County, Towa. 


Dry, crushed corn cobs make 
effective insulating material as 
long as they are kept dry. But 
| they aren’t rot-proof or fireproof. 
If you use corn cobs as insula- 
ition in your hog house or chicken 
house, place a moisture-proof bar- 
rier on the inside of the studding. 
| Heavy waterproof paper or roll 
roofing can be used. It should 
|then be protected with matched 
j lum ber. If the ground cobs be- 
ane fe wet, they will cause sills and 
| bottoms of studdings to rot out. 

Ground cobs should be treated 
to repel insects and rodents. You 
can spray the ground cobs with a 
mixture of creosote and old crank- 
case oil (one gallon of creosote 
mixed with four to six gallons of 
crankcase oil). Or mix sodium 
fluosilicate with ground cobs at 
the rate of two to four pounds per 
100 pounds of ground cobs. 

If you want fill insulation 
which is both fireproof and rot- 
proof, use one of the exploded 
mineral types of insulating mate- 
rial. You can get them from your 
local tumber dealer.

W hat Makes Laying 
Flocks Pay? 


Here’s 


List Of Practices Which Boosted 


Profits For lowa Poultry Record-Keepers 


What does it take to make a 
poultry flock pay? Everyone 
has his own ideas, of course. 
But you'll find food for thought 
in the principles laid down 
here by W. R. Whitfield, exten- 
sion poultryman at lowa State 
College. 


align you and your neighbor 
were asked to-list the things 
you should do to make a laying 
flock pay. The two lists probably 
wouldn’t be the same. 

Because no two flockowners at- 
tach the same importance to vari- 
ous management practices. There 
just isn’t any uniform set of do’s 
and don’ts for poultry raisers. 

But that doesn’t mean some 
things aren’t more important than 
others. You can find lots of prac- 
tices worth adopting, but it’s easy 
to pick out at least ten which are 
absolutely essential to top profits. 

Before we list those ten profit- 
making principles, let’s see where 
poultry profits come from. Obvi- 
ously, your profit depends on two 
things: You have to have a high 
gross income per bird (and enough 
birds to make the _ enterprise 
worthwhile, of course); and you 
have to keep expense per hen as 
low as possible. 


What's back of a good gross 
income? tgg production per 
hen is the most important 
thing. A hen that lays 100 
eggs a year just can’t show a 
profit. 


Next, you'll have more gross in- 
come if most eggs are laid during 
high-price periods than if they’re 
laid in the spring. 

Third, gross income is higher 
when you produce a quality egg 
which rates a special price. 

But no matter how high the 
gross, your flock won’t show much 
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profit if production costs are too 
high. Main cost item, of course, is 
feed. Other expenses, such as cost 
of chicks and housing, just don’t 
amount to much by comparison. 

Usually when a flock’s feed bill 
runs too high, it’s because of 
waste. Too many flockowners are 
feeding their hens more than 100 
pounds a year. That much feed 
doesn’t go thru the bird—she 
either wastes it or the rats get it. 

Feeders filled too full, no reels 
to keep hens out of feeders, feed 
fed in the litter—those are some of 
the ways in which feed is wasted. 

You also need to avoid a too-high 
cost per pound for feed. But this 
doesn’t mean you should buy the 
cheapest bag of feed on the market 
—it may turn out to be the most 
expensive. What you want is a 
good, reputable product which 
gives you top value for your 
money. 


Now let’s look at those ten 
principles for boosting profits: 


1. Buy’ well-bred, disease-free 
chicks from sources with a good 
reputation. Stock with proved lay- 
ing ability and produced from pul- 
lorum-free lines will almost guar- 
antee high profits. 

2. Hatch your chicks early— 
about March Ist. An early start 
means better birds, because growth 
is best in spring. And better pul- 
lets mean more eggs. A July or 
August start on the laying season 
also guarantees you the best egg 
prices of the year. 

3. House your pullets by five 
months of age. This guarantees 
early maturity—birds on range too 
long flesh slowly. And your pul- 
lets will be in heavy production by 
September, up to 70 per cent in 
October. 

4. Confine your flock all year. 
Because it helps keep production

; on fall pasture, you’re asking for 


a molt. Confinement is the best 
way to check disease and para- 
sites, too. And egg quality will be 
h.gner if your layers are indoors. 

5. Keep only pullets for-egg pro- 
duction. Pullets outlay and out- 
live old hens. And it costs little 
if any more to-raise a pullet than 
to keep a hen thru her molt. 

6. Self-feed all feeds. It’s the

Keep mites out of the hen 
house. This is easy to do by keep- 
ing out sparrows, swallows and 
other mite-carriers. If mites al- 
ready are present, get rid of them 
with a good repellant. 

8. Allow more than three inches 
of feeder space per bird. That way 
you can be sure your layers get all 
the clean feed they need without 
waste. Keep feeders just half full 
and use reels or grills. 

9. Feed your fiock a good bal- 
anced ration. A high-protein con- 
centrate with home-grown grains 
is an efficient way to do it. 

10. Sell your eggs where you can 


| get a premium for quality. 


These are the ten practices 
used in every one of the ten 


highest-profit flocks in last 
year’s Iowa demonstration 


flock program. Here are some 
others used in a majority of 
the ten high flocks: 


Frequent culling; keeping house 
temperatures above freezing; con- 
trolling lice; allowing at least three 
square feet of floor space; using 
deep litter. 

These practices must work, be- 
cause the top demonstration flock- 
owners who used them produced 
an average of 238 eggs per ten, sold 
eggs at an average price of 43 cents 
a dozen, made a gross income of 
$7.06 per bird, and netted $3.49 on 
each layer. And kept costs, in- 
cluding interest on investment, 
down to 17 cents a dozen, or $3.57 
per hen. 





Do Chicks Need 
Oyster Shell? 


To the Editor: Please tell 
me if young chickens (not 
layers) need oyster shell.

What Oats For 


lowa? 


If you’re wondering about 
sowing a new variety of oats 
this spring, you'll be interest- 
ed in the varieties which are 
recommended by Iowa State 
College. 


Dr. H. C. Murphy, in charge of 
oat breeding work at the college, 
lists these varieties in order of 
their past performance: 

Shelby, Benton, Reselect Clin- 
ton, Andrew, Cherokee, Nemaha, 
Marion and Ajax. 

Shelby is the top-ranking oats 
in performance and yield. It is 
being distributed thru county seed 
distribution committees and may 
be secured from some of the seed 


houses. 





How To Store 
Fertilizer 
Here are suggestions on stor- 
ing fertilizer from O. T. Cole- 
man, University of Missouri 
soils specialist: 


If you store fertilizer on a dirt 
or concrete floor, place boards or 
poles under the bags to keep them 
from picking up moisture. 

Store bags loosély to get good 
air circulation between the sacks. 
And don’t stack more than five 
or six bags high. 

As an added precaution, you can 
use boards between the rows of 
sacks to increase ventilation, 





Watch Pigs For 
Anemia 


Keep a close watch on early 
pigs for signs of anemia, ad- 
vises E, L. Quaife, extension 
swine specialist at Iowa State 
College. 

The disease, caused by lack of 
iron in the diet, shows up when 
pigs are 10 days to three weeks 
old. 

Symptoms are loss of flesh, pale 
skin and thumping sides. Pigs be- 
come runty but seldom die. 

The anemia problem can be 
solved by putting clean, fresh sod 
‘dirt in the pen every few days. 
If dirt isn’t available, Quaife sug- 
gests this mixture: 

One pound of iron sulfate, one 
or two ounces of copper sulphate, 
half a cup of corn syrup and half 
a gallon of warm water. 

This solution can be painted on 
cows’ teats or given to pigs with 
an oil can. They’ll need one-third 
teaspoon a day for the first week, 
half a teaspoon the second week, 
a full teaspoon per day after that 
until pigs are four or five weeks 
old.

Victory Tops Iowa 
Flax Tests 


Results of five-year flax va- 
riety tests from 1946 thru 1950 
show Victory, Dakota and 
Koto about equally well-adapt- 
ed to Iowa. 


But Redwood, a new Minnesota 
variety included in the tests for 
the first time in 1950 promises to 
outdo any of these. 

Five-year average yields were: 
Victory, 20.3 bushels; Dakota, 20.2; 
Koto, 19.8. .Dakota has been dam- 
aged by rust in some areas the 
past two seasons. Koto also is 
susceptible to some rust races, 
while Victory is rust-resistant. All 
three are moderately wilt-resistant 
but susceptible to pasmo. 

Redwood, the new variety, aver- 
aged 29.3 bushels last year and is 
resistant to all races of rust. 

Only older variety still recom- 
mended for lowa is Redwing.

Jute, a very important im-

3ut three southern Minnesota 
milk producers will tell you that 
pen-type barns and milking par- 
lors are a big improvement over 
the old-style dairy setup. Less 
trouble from mastitis; cows seem 
to do better; easy to spot a cow in 
heat. Those are some of the advan- 
tages, these men say. 

They all agree, tho, that a pen- 
type barn uses up a lot of bedding. 

Francis Tussing of Rice county, 
Minnesota, has had a good chance 
to judge the merits of a loafing 
barn and milking parlor. He took 
over a pen-type layout from a 
neighbor after previous experi- 
ence with nothing but stanchion 
barns.

started operating the 


Joe Strachan farm when Mrs. 
Strachan’s health forced Joe to 
take his family to Arizona. Five 


years ago, Strachan had ripped 
out the old stanchions and built 
a milking parlor. He liked it fine, 
but Francis had his doubts when 
he took over. 

Somewhat to his surprise, 
Tussing found the system 
lived up to all of Strachan’s 
claims. “Cows seem cleaner,” 
says Francis, “despite the fact 
that some folks figure the 
cows will be wading around in 
manure up to their knees.” 


Tussing has found that cows 
rest comfortably and quietly on 
the soft, warm manure pack in his 
36x60 loafing area. He adds barley 
straw bedding twice a day in fall, 
winter and spring. 

O. A. Alfson and his son-in-law, 
H. M. Larson, built a new loafing 
barn, milking parlor and milk 
house on their farm in Dakota 
county, Minnesota, last summer. 
The loafing area, unlike most simi- 
lar barns, has a concrete floor, re-

quired by Minneapolis health de- 
partment. 

Mastitis is the main reason why 
Alfson and Larson made _ the 
change. In their old barn, cows 
kept having teats and udders 
sepped on. The new setup has 
solved this problem. The old barn 
now is used for young stock and 
dry cows. 

Larson plans to remove manure 
once a year after harvest. Manure 
will be spread, then immediately 
plowed under. 

“That’s another big reason why 
we changed over,” Larson says. 
“You lose a lot of manure when 
you haul it in the spring. And the 
new barn has plenty of head room, 
so we can make the manure pack 
as high as we need it.” 


Ernest Demuth, also of Da- 
kota county, is another dairy- 
man who is sold on loose hous- 
ing. But he admits it takes 
twice as much straw to keep 
the loafing barn bedded down. 


Helmer Bjerke, foreman of the 
big Fairfield Farms near Farm- 
ington, isn’t so enthusiastic> He’s 
gone part way to loose housing, 
using a 14-stanchion barn for milk- 
ing. But he thinks the loafing area 
is more work and that cows get 
dirtier. 

Sanitation, of course, is the big 
problem, especially in fluid milk 
areas. But proper management 
can produce high-quality milk 
with the loafing barn system, its 
advocates insist. 

There have been reports that 
milkshed producers’ associations 
don’t like loose housing. But Milo 
Hill, fieldman for Twin City Milk 
Producers Association at Farm: 
ington, says his group doesn’t Op 
pose the system. 

“We do tell a man to study loose 
housing carefully before he makes 
up his mind,” Hill says. “We know 
quality milk can be produced by 
careful dairymen in milking pal 
lors.” But a not-so-careful OP 
erator, Hill says, might be dissat- 
isfied with the system.

Price Ceilings 
Not Strong 


In the article below, Iowa 
State College Economist Fran- 
cis Kutish tells how farm 
price prospects over the next 
few months look to him. 


_ the second time in a decade, 
farmers are operating under a 
price-control economy. But right 
now it’s only a loose control. More 
like a big pile of brush in a stream 
than a high, strong concrete dam. 
Because the dam isn’t very 
stout, ceilings on food are almost 
certain to inch upward during the 
next few months. There will be 
lots of “hardship” cases, and in-

dustries involved will be granted 
higher price ceilings. 

Wages will be permitted to edge 
up, too. Feed grains are not yet 
al parity—so farm costs can go up 
here. And property taxes are like- 
ly to rise. All these forces will 
nudge parity up a bit. 

Here’s the commodity outlook: 

HOGS: Price ceilings on pork 
will limit the normal upward climb 
in hog prices at this time of year. 
can look for hog prices 
to push against the limits set by

the pork ceilings until hog sales 
begin to swell in April. That’s the 
month when the nine per cent 


1950 fall pig crop will roll 
to market in numbers. 

If farmers follow their normal 
marketing: pattern, hog prices may 
slip away from ceilings in late 
April and May. But if crop pros- 
pects are good, farmers may decide 
to spread out sale of the fall pig 
crop. And high lard prices might 
encourage feeding to heavier 
weights. In that case, we would 
see no spring hog price drop. 

CATTLE: Farmers had a record 
number of cattle on feed January 
1. The age and weight of the 
cattle now on feed is much like 
that of a year ago—with emphasis 
on lightweights even a little great- 
er now. In general, the cattle feed- 
ing situation shapes up much like 
last year. 

But price ceilings very likely 
will reduce the number of cattle 
which are long-fed to prime grade 
for sale in the fall months. More 
probably will be topped out as 
low choice. 

SOYBEANS: Prices are hover- 
ing around legal minimum ceil- 
ings. Bean prices are likely to 
fiuctuate narrowly during the next 
month.

GRAINS: Farm prices of corn 
were not up to parity on January 
15. So prices can rise some more, 
before ceilings can be clamped on. 
Spring weather conditions will be 
an important factor in what hap- 
pens to corn prices.

Warm Milkrooms 


Radiant heaters, electric or hot water 
space heaters and milk coolers are all 
well-suited to bring winter warmth and 
comfort to your milkroom, says Erwin 
Johnson, Iowa State College agricul- 
tural engineer. 

About $40 worth of radiant heating 
lamps, operating at a cost of $6 to $9 
per month when electricity is figured 
at three cents per kilowatt-hour, will 
do the job, says Johnson. 

So will electric space heaters costing 


$25 to $35 and operating at a monthly 
electricity cost of $6 to $9 

A 50-gallon water heater for use in 
cleaning equipment and a space heater 


attachment to go with it sells for about 
$160. Monthly electricity expense at 
off-peak rates will run about $1.75 to 
$2.50. 

For about $25, you can get additions 
to your milk cooler so it will also oper- 
ate as a heat pump. Its operation for 
heating will use about $3 worth of elec- 
tricity a month.
